Then 
the Roosevelt boom was 
launched.

Streets that have too many names 
were under discussion for a time at 
the meeting of the City Trustees last 
night. 
Recently President Ey of the 
City Trustees appointed a committee 
of women to recommend changes in 
names of streets where changes are 
needed. 
Dr. W illela Waffle, as chairman of J 
the committee consisting of herself, 
Mrs. R. J. Blee and M rs. G. J. Mos- 
baugh, made a report 
ior the com­ 
mittee, 
appointed 
to 
recommend 
changes of names of streets. 
The first street spoken of was that 
street known from First 
to Fourth 
as Grant, from Fourth to 
Sixth 
as 
Lacy and from Sixth to Washington 
as F. 
The committee favored F for 
tile whole street, as lettered streets 
are easily found. 
Other streets mentioned as in real­ 
ity one street, yet with two names to 
each street, are: Tenth and Orchard; 
Shelton and Nakomls; Fruit and De­ 
pot. 
In general Dr. Waffle stated 
she 
thought it w’ell to have the streets on 
East Fourth running across the street 
from the lettered streets in Santa Ana 
East tract hear the letters, for then 
strangers could more 
easily 
locate 
streets. 
The committee thought that 
Bush and Cypress should hear 
one 
name, and thought it ought to be left 
to the residents of the streets. Owing 
to decided jogs, it would not he con­ 
venient to attempt to make some of 
the streets south of First bear the 
same name of some street north of 
First. For instance. Halladay does not 
nearly conform to any street to the 
north of First.

After the report was read, Trustee 
Alderman called attention to the fact 
that the committee had not been spe­ 
cific in its recommendation as to what 
uames ought to he used, except iu tile 
case of the triple-named 
street,

Lacy-Graut, which the committee re­ 
commended should be F. 
He thought 
that in the case of Tenth and Orchard 
the committee should recommend that 
one or the other or some new name 
be used for tho entire street. 
Ey stated that it was the desire of 
the board that the committee shoulder 
the responsibility of re-naming and 
straightening out the various street 
names, wherever needed. 
Dr. Wattle said she had not so un­ 
derstood the wishes of the board, and 
the committee would work the matter 
out more carefully and 
specifically.
